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5. Chair’s Report:

a. Community Planning Committee (CPC) Update: The CPC goal is to review
recommendations and prevent the burden on CPGs, and to put the onus on the city. Christie
Hill wanted to know who was on the task force. The answer was different people. Leslie saw
no commitment from the Planning Department to tell us the truth, they omit things and do not
tell us things, and neglect to tell us things they should. The city, per Leslie, is a bully
regarding bike streets. Sandi Hazlewood states the CPC already met, so she requests to see
the housing elements. Item 2, on the provided document, she supports as per the 7 day
timeline. Item 10 she says is sometimes not meeting during public review period, so this
should be modified to be discretionary. On Item 13, Sandi feels 2 meetings is appropriate.
Karina discusses Item 14 suggesting community members do not need to attend to vote on the
board. Leslie asks if we have to rewrite the bylaws, and Karina says when they are approved,
yes. Christie asks if someone will attend in January, the answer is yes. Item 20, some
information seems intrusive. Item 33, is good. We can continue to add feedback.

Leslie Dudley brings
up community outreach subcommittee, to which Karina responds that it was formed but never
met. Evan Toma also volunteers to be on the committee.
